Great Opposition Meeting at 
Esquimalt. 

Speeohea by Ifessrs.! Pooler, Chill, 
Soisesen, Sett and Soavon. 

A numerous meotins of tho electorH i>f 
Kaquimalt town was hold at the school 
houso, Esquimau, Friday evuning to listen 
10 the speeches of cur.didatos for the local 
hoiise. 

Mr. J. H. lanes wua called to the chair. 
Ue brgod Uio iitmost care in the selection 
of raoinbers— membors who would w ork 
togotlior in the interest of the district 
and the province, in which ca-fo there 
H-oulil bo iomo chance of gottinR tlio dry- 
dock and the Island railway. The ch.iir- 
luan, a-s an act of courtosy, Bugsestcd 
that Mr. lletKOscn, lato niomber, ahould 
address the moulinp; first. 

Mr. Ilelgcson declined. 

Ml!, c. E. rOOLUY 

Then came forward and wasrccoivi'd with 
iiuich applause. Ho began by referring 
to an importinont question that had been 
.xsic, "Wllo the dovil is Pooloj-?" Pooloy 
;itood bofui-o. them. (Cheers.) Ho camo 
to the rrovinm 20 Joara ogo, ajid wont 
to Cariboo, where he mined for several 
months. Afterwards ho cut cordwood at 
Xew. Westminster at §1.50 a cord j laid 
out gardens and dug drains. (Cheers.) 
X falao rumor had been started that ho 
Wilis going into the house to get a heavy 
tiilLthat was due Davie ifc.Poolpy,on diy- 
doijic , account. The goieHipbot owed 
him nothing. They had never owed him 
a ten-cent piece, and ho wanted no public 
money. (Hear, lioar.) lie gave the 
■.itatement an emphatic doi|ial. The con- 
toatvWftS beijig ionght by hirn on political, 
not personal, grounds, and ho would not 
aspersotho character of anyone. (Cheers.) 
It was also said he was about to begin 
proceodings against ihe government fo 
reooyer ;damagca for McNameo & Co. 
Hia firpi was no longer the attorney of 
McN^pioo & Oq. Ml". Hett had been 
theifc aMorney; but ho did not believo 
that tact would influence him (Mr. Hott) 
in the lea.st. (A voice: "That's gener- 
ous.") The Dunsmuir bill waa thrown 
out because Dunsmuir waa an opponent 
of the.-local government. Mr. DoCosraos' 
mission to London was unsuccessful, and 
as theDunsmHir. bill prpposed to build 
thqrlaland/railway.and establish a steam 
ferry from, Burrard Inlet to Nanaimo, 
that would have made Esquimalt the 
great railway tt.^rmiuus. The Dunsmuir 
bill had tho approv.-»l of Sir John Mac- 
donald; but tho Houso threw it out. The 
Clomonta bogus bill was accepted in pro 
I'crence. Mr. Hclgeson was tho godfather 
of tliat bill, and had not iuquirod Into 
ihs standing of tho promoters. Mr. H. 
had said ia the hou.so tliat tho Dunsmuir 
hill should not pa«3 because it would in- 
terfere with tho operation of tho Clem- 
ents crowd. What was that operation) 
They wanted to sell tho franchise to 
Crockor & Co. for S300,0J0. .Mr. Pooloy 
here read a letter from San Francisco to 
that cftcct. (Cheer.'!.) No clause was put 
in the Clemcnt.'i bill to compel tho com- 
pany to run a steim ferry. 'Ihe province 
had lost their railway, for which they re- 
fused §750,000 seven years ago, and had 
l^ot $10,000. (Cheers.) Mr. Robert 
llcavon derided tlio opinion of the attor- 
ney-general, and moved an amendment 
which killrd the Dunsmuir bill. (Groans.) 
The s-Miw evening Mr. Boaven camo up 
to him (Mr. Pooloy) on tho bridge and 
said: "I'm very sorry I killed the bill. 
Can't you bring it up again?" In the 
evening Mr. Beavan wanted to bring up 
tho bill again; but Mr. Walkom said he 
would nut ask tho governor to sign it if it 
wcro passed. Mr. DeCusmos had telo- 
gniphud from Ottawa advising the govern- 
ment to pass the Dunsmuir l)ill; but the 
whole cost of tho mission was thrown 
away by tho amendment of Mr. Boavcn. 
(Hear.) Then tho government repealed 
the Island land act— a most disastrous 
stop for tho Island railvv.iy. From page 
43 of the report of Mr. DeCosmoa it waa 
shown that the Dominion guvorament 
held a great belt nf lands to compensats 
them for constroding the Island line. 
Could tho Province over go to England 
again and say that tho Duinininn held the 
lands when the Province had resumed 
possession of them? A shaky govern- 
ment would dispose of those lands to any 
one who might build the road. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Doran — The present government 
have brought this state of things about. 
(Loud applause.) 

Mr. Pooloy said in consequence of tho 
actioiiiOf tho government ho feared Bar- 
clay Sound might bo a rival of Esquimalt 
as tho terminus. His interests lay in 
Esquimau, and he was going in to bring 
tho line to Esiiuimalt harbor. (Cheers.) 
The Clements bill was hurried through 
the house by a government who were 
kept in power by the casting vote of the 
Speaker. (Sonsation.) Tlw drydoolt was 
in a fearful muddle. A large sum was 
required for cement. Ho would be glad 
to have the dock built without taxation 
to the Province; but if tho work went on 
us now we should have to find from 
^250,000 to §300,000 to finish it. What 
he would do would bo to ask tho Do 
'minion government to take over tho dock 
and complete it without costing the Pro- 
vince a cent, as pan compensation for 
delays in railway construction. (Cheers.) 
Mr. Ppoley next tore to tatters the 
finance, minister 'a claim of a surplus, and 
amid'long-oontinued applause referred in 
scathing language to the treatment tho 
men who had claims against Reed Bros, 
received. If tho c-oQ'erdam claims had 
been paid where would tho surplus have 
been? 

Mr. Doran — I would have a balance, 
too,' if I didn't pay my debts. _ (Obe^rs 
and laughter.) 

Mr. Pooloy — Tho first Walkem govern- 
ment owed nearly 8000,000 when they 
left oQace. They had borrowed 830,000 
from ^Sir. James Douglas, through Sir. 
DeCoamna, who got a whacking com- 
Doisaioalor bdrcowing it. (Cheers. )_ Here 
was Mr. Humphreya' .statement to prove 
what he said. Mr. Beavon had taten a 
small amount of taxes off Victorians, but 
he had stuck it on tho people 'he was 
now addressing. Ho had increased tax- 
ation 25 per cent. (Hear, hear.) Thoy 
had let 2J months of tho best part of the 
year piiss unimproved, and now they had 
juat 12 men "at 7V|rorki,on;.thoTu<?ok. 
(aboorst.) If returned- ho would dd'hts 
best to push dock work. The govern- 
ment had not done all they might have 
done with respect to tho Chinese. Tho 
rice tax was --proposed by Jlr. Mara, not 
by Mr. Beaven;"*"^ latest resolution 
respecting Chlneao immigration was in- 
troduoedljy Mr, Armstrong, an Opnosi- 
tion member. .<Hear.)- Sir- John S^c- 
donaU in the Ottawa bouse stated that 



the Dominion government had not been 
informed of an overwhelming in^ux of 
Chinese to this Province. (Groan'^.) Sir 
John had lately taken a strong stand 
against Chinese. In conclusion, Jlr. 
Pooley said ho was .n iroaidont qi the 
district; all his property was located 
there, and his every ende.ivor would be 
to advance tho interests of his constitu- 
ents. Ho oskcd tho constituency to re- 
turn with him Mr. t'hild, a farmer and 
stock-raisor of Sooko, for whoso integrity 
ho could vouch. (Prolonged cheering.) 

MU. T. F. CHILD, 
Wli.i was loudly cheered, B.iid tliia waa 
tho first opportunity ho had had of 
mooting, the. oloctors of Esquimalt. Ho 
Iieartily' endorsed Mr. Pooloy '» opinion 
regardmg the' failures "of tho late and 
present govornment-s, and it was with 
the hope of BOfling the, groat ifttorcsta of 
th« country advanced that' ho offorod 
himself. High authority had said tho 
country is not as prosperous as it was 
ten yoar.s ago. This could bo traced to 
governmental inaction. (Cheers.) " Ho 
hoped soon to see tho Island railway 
built and tho iron horse gliding through 
or around tho hills, crossing tho valleys 
and passing tho doors of the ' Bettlore of 
this bright and tight little Lsland. (Loud 
cheering.) Our commerce should bo en- 
couraged, and how better could that bo 
done than by pushing tho drydock to an 
early completion? (Cheers.) Ho liopod 
to live to SCO tho day when this beauti- 
ful harbor would bo crowded with ship- 
ping from all part.s of the world. (Cheers.) 
As this was the first time he had over 
addressed an audience he asked the in- 
dulgence of his hearers. (Hear.) If ro- 
tunned he would do all in his power to 
advance the interests of tho districts. Ho 
felt confident that if elected hp.cquld bo 
of service to his constituents, and that 
their confidence would not bo misplac-od. 
(Long-sustained applause.) 

MK. HKLOEHKN 

ascended the rostrum amid gloomy sil- 
ence but as he proceeded tuo audience 
broke into a broad grin. He confesaod, 
that ho stood spouKor for tho Clements 
bill, the pix)vi.tions of which ho reviewed, 
and then attomptod to eiciiso his conduct. 
Mr. Pooley was the hiroliqg of tho Duns- 
muir bill (loud applause from Mr. 
Hott, a non-voter); if the bill had passed, 
tho Island 1 iiio would have beott huiU t<r 
Alborni instead of to Esquimalt. He dS"- 
iiied that Mr. DoCosmos had made an ar- 
rangement at Ottawa for tho passage of 
the Dunsmuir bill. He was sorry tho 
graving dock was at a standstill. Tho 
government had done all it coald. [Voice: 
"No."] Supposing there was u groat 
deluge and carried away the dock, was 
tho government to blame? [Ho I Ho I 
and roar.'i of laughter.] Well, the gov- 
ernment might bo to blame, ho would not 
take it upon himself to say thoy were not 
(derisive laughter and "that's so.") The 

Crcaenco of tho Chinese wa.i a gnivo evil; 
utno one could do any better than tho 
government had doufi. The credit of tho 
country wvs now retrieved. Tho formoi* 
government had run tho country in debt 
and had prostituted tho country. (A 
laugh.) The government wore to blame 
for the muddle, and Esqitimalt shouldn't 
complain of it. ("Bah !") Ho did not 
believe Ihe Dominion government would 
build the Island line, and as for Dunsmuir 
notliing nt od I o e.x;pected from him. Tho 
first Walkem j^overnment ran tho country 
into debt. Tlioy got money from Canada. 
Both papers favored tho polioy. Mr. 
Higgins, there, advocated 'it in his pa- 
per. ■■ 

Jlr. lliggin.s Wiiero did yo\i got that 
idea from f 

Mr. Hott hoped the reporter would not 
interrupt tho mooting. 

Mr. i^isher said the gentleman had been 
alluded to and that he had a right to cor- 
rect a mi.sstAtoment. 

Mr. lliggins said if Mr. Helgcson waa 
as wild in all his statoment.s as he wiis in 
the one concerning him, his present un- 
popularity was accounted for. Thi Colo- 
nist opposed the policy Mr. Holgescn 
referred to. 

Mr. Watcrhouse — What about Holgeaon 
and Williams stopping up my .street 1 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. HelgcHcn contended that Mr. 
[*oolcy had promised everything to the 
electors; but Esquimalt should return 
government members in spite of every- 
thing, In tho last house New Westmin- 
ster and Yale wanted to take a member 
from Esquimalt and Victoria district and 
centralize the power in those distiicts. 
If riit-urned he would do his duty, and ho 
called oh tho district to return with him 
Mr. Hott an estimable gentleman. -Vote 
for Hott and Holiieson and "don't you 
forgot it." (Cheers.) 

Mr. Pooley — You said Ihavo made pro- 
mises to every one. Name one. 
Mr. Holgeson— Well— I— I— heard . 
Mr. Pooley — Name one. 
Mr. Helgesen — I heard some people say 
so. 

Mr. Pooley — Give the man's name or 
I'll brand you. (Cheors.) 

Mr. Helgesen — I said that I had heard 
so. 

Several Voices — You did not. You 
made the statement boldly. 

Mr. Pooley — You can't naine ono. 

Mr. Helgesen — N-oo-o ! 

Mr. Pooloy — Then I brand tho state- 
ment as a deliberate falsehood. (Loud 
oheera.) 

MR. HBr-r, 

who waa well received by Mr. Boaven 
and a Iwdy-guard of half-a-dozen drydock 
inon, said objection had been made to 
him because he was young, —but ho was 
forty years of ago. Ho Jiad been told 
that he v/;is a cousin of Mr. Boaven. He 
wislied his cousins in England wore one- 
half as respcctableasMr. Boaven. ("Oh I") 
Ho had been solicitor for McNameo & 
Co. Messrs. Huntington and Robertson 
were made use of by local politicians in 
the house and did not accept an offer 
made them by Mr. Nish. He (Mr. Hott) 
waa solicitor for the Clements bill and he 
did not believe that Dunsmuiii ever meant 
to build the Island road. Olements had 
been bought off by Dunsmuir, & Diggle. 
Ho thought the contention that the island 
railway was loSt by tho repeal of tho 
lands bill very absurd. Tho Chinese 
question was a political stalking horse, 
and Mr. Theo. Davio was the only ono 
who had suggested a remedy. 'He did 
not believe tho provihcohad the power to 
pass a bill to remedy the evil. The late 
government had greatly reduced law ex- 
penses and ho agreed with that reduction. 
Mr. Pooley had esprosacd in tho law eo- 
ciely hostility to that reduction. 

Mr. Pooloy — That is not correct. 

Mr. Hett— You may bo right,— bui^Mrl' 
Drake did, aiiyhow. - - ' 

Mr. Fisher — Mr . Drake's not here. 

Mr. Hett would like to see the Ameri- 
can system of eaoh side paying hia own 
costs introdiibed hero. Ele would favor 
the appointmlint of' a stipendiary magis- 
trate at Esquimalt. -Mr. Helgesen had 
been a faithful membor and tne district 
surely could not havo tho slightest idea 
of electing in his jplace a yOUKG' ENG- 
LISH FAllMBK who • knew -n'othing 
about local politiw. (MuttSaUtS-of dissent.')' 
On Mondav 2ith h6 askedt'l^tflf^tl^t^n-to' 
return • - - fielgfes^n'W^&Mta hfanfelf 
(Oheera.)

w.os called on and proceeded to address 
tho mootingf ' He claimed that the Oppo- 
sition party were detrimental to the in- 
terests of tho countrj'. Ho plumed him- 
self' upon his action on the Dunsmuir bill. 
The Elliott government had done noth- 
ing for Esquimalt as tho torininus of tho 
Island railway. To-day Esquiinall is tho 
terminus through the exerticma of tho 
Walkeia govornuicnt. ilr. Pouloy'a 
sophistry was tho veriest rubbish. (Choor.s 
and "no.") He denied that tlic island 
railway waa imperiled by tho repeal of tho 
act couveying the lands. Tho Domin- 
ion government had no claim on tho 
lands. , 

Mr. Fisher— If tho Dominion govern- 
ment had no claim on tho land why repeal 
tho act ? (Cheers.^ 

Sir. Heaven objected to boing inter- 
rupted. ' 

Mr. Fisher said lio was talking ereat 
nonsense and ought to ho interrupted. 
(Laughter and clieers.) 

Sir. Boaven proceeded to maintain that 
ho had performed a meritorious act in 
defeating tho Dunsmuir bill. Ho next 
referred to tho dock matter and triod to 
f.aston tho responsibility of dolay on tho 
Elliott government. Tho Walkem gov- 
ernment had placed the dock on a satis- 
factory footing. JIcNameo A Co. had 
failed and the govornmont would carry 
on tho Work by tlu: day. Ho was in favor 
of getting the dock, but wanted to aoo 
more than 12 inon employed upon it. 
The addresses wore all against tho bad 
management of tho dock and not against 
the dock. Ho called on tho oloctors to 
return Messrs. Hett and Holgeaon and so 
aavo tho dock. Mr, P, VVilliams had 
saved the government last session and tho 
Opposition .ill wanted to bo cabinet min- 
isters. The dock site was altorod witli 
tho consent of tholniporial commissioner. 
One of the engineoR! from England wa.s 
expocled here shortly. The fiiiancca, ho 
contended, wore very satisfactory. Ho 
acknowledged that the . Walkem govern- 
ment left a legacy of debt to tho Elliott 
government, and afterwards naid that tho 
financial staienunt Mr. Humphroys 
signed was prepared by Mr. Berkeley and 
that when Sir. Humphreys signed it he 
did not know what he was doing. (Laugh- 
tor.) VjMr. BeavoK ^^next said that the 
polic^ol the'ftj'rrae'i* Walkem igovornmeut 
was to be extravagant.

Yesterday mcu-uing several people wore 
taken by surprise to sou about 1,200 fino 
Kilver sockoyus on Williams' wharf, foot 
of Johnson street, which woro landed 
from tlto steam schooner Anna Beck and 
brouglit from Bcochy Bay. These beau- 
tiful salmon, weighing about .six pounds 
each when drosaed, were c.ttight in an 
almost inert dilaly short tiiiio by tho 
Boeohy Bay Indians, for Messrs ileury 
Sttundars i& Co. , of Johnson St. ; and in 
about four hours afterwards were ready 
for salting in the old building on tho 
wharf. Aj lot of Klootchini'n wore on- 
gagud under the siipurvisioli of Mr. Wil- 
kins, and the work of salting down wont 
briskly on. Tho old v,';itor puncheons 
used liy tho China ships wero utilized for 
tubs, and when cut in two thoy anawor 
tho purpose admirably. Long before 
evening the whole 1,200 Gsh wt^re in salt, 
ready for tho m-.ti cargo, which' arrived 
in duo timo, and consisted of mure than 
2,000 fieh, equal, apparently, in every 
respect to Fraeer, fikeona or Maas salmon. 
Mr. Saunders is preparing to try a few of 
those very auperior fish tor canning, and 
thero is every probability that thoy will 
turn out equally as g.md as those caui^ht 
in fi'oaii water. Should this be tho result 
canning can bo carried on in Victoria and 
|vieiii(iyi.*ith greater facilities than any- 
whe?e "olab, aud another new industry 
opened up in our midst. Fish can be 
caught in Beechy B.ay, Souke harbur and 
clsuwhoro iu immense numbers and a fast 
jatoainer could transfer them to a cannery 
hero from either of those places in onu or 
, two hours after being ciught. In the 
i hands of. Saunders it Co., with a number 
' of . it^aniers and ploiiiy of capital at their 
dispoaul the success of such an enterprise 
ia a foregone concluaiou.
